BEGINNING with its February issue, an im- 


portant editorial change will be made in one 
of the periodical publications of this office— 
The Index to Dates. 


The Index to Dates was | 


started three years ago to fill a well-recognized | 


but at that time entirely unsatisfied need—to 
furnish an index to the dates of important 


current events. Indirectly, while complying | 
with its primary purpose, The Index to Dates | 


was an index to the daily newspapers them- 
selves, whose contents were at that time, from 
a bibliographical standpoint, practically inac- 
cessible and unusable. 

Although the support obtained by The In- 
dex to Dates has never been sufficient to per- 
mit its enlargement to a size enabling it to 
make a really comprehensive survey of its 
field, or even to the size and degree of com- 
prehensiveness originally planned, yet, if we 
may believe our library friends, The Index to 
Dates has proved sufficiently useful to them 


to encourage us to attempt its considerable | 


amplification. We have determined, begin- 
ning next month, the issue covering the record 
for January, 1915, materially to enlarge its 
size and scope by issuing the material of which 
it is composed in digest rather than merely 
index form. At the same time, as more de- 
scriptive of its broadened field, its title will be 
changed to /nformation. 


We are encouraged to believe that /nforma- | 


tion will prove not only of further value to 
the larger libraries from whom the present 


subscription support of The Index to Dates | 


chiefly comes, but also to smaller libraries, in- 
cluding those which do not at present bind 
and preserve files of daily newspapers, as 
well as to the scholarly world and individuals 
generally to which The Index to Dates made, 





for the information sought, Information will 
endeavor to present the facts themselves in 
digest form. Complete date reference will, 
however, be continued, maintaining the value 
of Information on the index side. 

Information will be materially different in 
format from The Index to Dates and practi- 
cally doubled in size. Its contents will be 
cumulated quarterly as before. Despite the in- 
creased expense, both editorially and in manu- 
facture, the subscription price will, for the 
present, at least, remain unchanged at $4, as it 
is expected that increased circulation will off- 
set increased costs. 





An “annual summary” of the work of the 
New York Booksellers’ League School during 
1914 is not altogether satisfactory, it must be 
confessed. That the school has not given its 
full. measure of service would not seem to 
be the fault of the committee, Mr. Huebsch in 
particular, deserving every credit for his un- 
tiring and quite unpaid work. The trouble 
seems to be that the committee is in the posi- 
tion of the farmer who tries to fatten a pig 
that won’t eat. The meeting of the school 
at the National Arts Club was attended by a 
scant thirty people, and, worse than that, the 
attendance was conspicuous for its lack of the 
particular class for whom the school lectures 
are designed—young book clerks. And, in the 
lack of clear evidence to the contrary, the 
blame for their non-attendance must be 
placed back upon their employers, who are 
unaware or indifferent to the value of these 
trade lectures. At the next meeting of the 
school, Monday night, at the Scribner store, 
John J. Wood, of the Burrows Brothers Co., 
will speak. Those who have heard Mr. Wood 
talk on the subject of “live” bookselling, know 
that he is a crackling dynamo generating book- 
selling ideas. It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say that it means doliars and cents to a book- 
seller to have his clerks hear such a talk, and 
if that is a fact, booksellers should not only 
pass the word around the store that Mr. 
Wood will talk; they should let the clerks 
know that they are expected to attend and 
should, further, put them on their mettle by 
being there themselves. The time of the 
meeting has purposely been set at 7 o'clock, 
so as to allow clerks from all parts of New 
York, from Brooklyn, and even from places 
as distant as Newark, ample time to reach the 
Scribner. store. Of course, the League’s 
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course of lectures is not ideal; no one real- 
izes their lack of careful co-ordination better 
than those who have arranged for them and 
have sacrificed time and energy to give them. 
But they are all helpful and vital, and the best 
way to make them better is to give them en- 
thusiastic and consistent support.

So far 
as it emphasizes that copyright protection can- 
not be extended beyond the copyright period 


it is superfluous; so far as it justifies mislead- | 


ing the public by “unfair use” of a trade-mark 
title, it is unjust. The amendment is simply an 
endeavor to use Congress to reverse the courts 
and mislead the public. Those who believe in 
fair play should oppose the bill. 





METHODIST BOOK COMPANY’S NEW 
TORONTO BUILDING. 


Toronto.—The new building of the Metho- 
dist Book and Publishing Company at Queen, 
Richmond and John Streets is now prac- 
tically completed. As previ- 
ously announced, the new 
plant of the company is by 
far the largest building de- 
voted to publishing in the 
Dominion of Canada, while it 
is the largest religious pub- 
lishing building in the world. 
Its cost, exclusive of plant, 
reached one million dollars, 
and with plant included its 
value totals a million and a 
half. 


The history of the com- 
pany is an interesting one. It 
was established in 1829 by 
the Methodist Conference of 
that day. Its original capital 
amounted to $1,000, contrib- 
uted by ten ministers, who 
each put up a hundred dollars 
to get it going. Since then 
not one cent has been in- 
vested in the business which 
went on growing by itself, 
rolling up the thousand dol- 
lars into a huge sum. Their investment was 
subsequently returned to the ten shareholders 
and the company became vested in the Metho- 
dist Conference. All profits are paid into the 
superannuation fund of the Church.

NOTES FROM AUSTRALIA. 


THe AUSTRALASIAN News Co. reports a suc- 
cessful year, devoted chiefly to establishing 
trade in American magazines. It states that 
while the Australian public evidently has less 
purchasing power this is resulting not so much 
in its buying less than it would regularly, as 
in its buying at lower prices. Expensive maga- 
zines have lost sale in favor of cheaper ones, 
so that cheaper ones are doing rather better 
than could have been expected. A trade in 
cheap American books is also said to be be- 
ginning. 

JuST-BEFORE-CHRISTMAS reports from Aus- 
tralia vary all the way from, “Trade has been 
dead since the outbreak of the war” to “Busi- 
ness is keeping up pretty well to normal.” 
One bookseller of an original turn of mind at- 
tributes the dull trade just as much to “the 
abnormally dry season” as to “the ambitions of 
Potsdam.” Novels at Is. 3d. were in good de- 
mand, with a marked effect on the sales of 
three-and-sixpennies—so much so that, in the 
opinion of one bookseller, new novels of the 
ordinary kind will have to be published in the 





shilling editions very shortly after their first 
appearance. There was also some expecta- 
tion that prices might be raised—the regular 
sixpennies going up to sevenpence and six- 
penny odd lines to ninepence. 


A THOROUGH REVISION OF THE AUSTRALIAN 
TARIFF in the Protectionist direction has been 
promised by the present (Labor) Government, 
and a long enquiry has been undertaken in 
order to gather preliminary information. The 
Government has anticipated the results of 
this enquiry in a new tariff enforced from De- 
cember 4, last, which in essence is designed to 
raise additional revenue while maintaining the 
protectionist tendency and increasing the pref- 
erence given to British goods against foreign. 
A leading feature of this new tariff is the in- 
crease of customs and excise taxes on intoxi- 
cants and tobaccos. Books remain free of 
duty. The new foreign duty of 10 per cent. on 
foreign fashion plates and fashion books 
(British, free) operates against imports of 
U. S., as well as of European goods. It offers 
a liberal bonus to British fashion publishers. 
The printing trade is assisted by an increased 
duty of 2d. per pound on printed music, diaries, 
calendars, catalogues, and printed material 
with an advertising purpose. 


SYDNEY BOOKSELLERS recently agreed upon a 
general increase in retail prices, adding from 
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one to three d. to the price of books formerly 
retailing up to 2s. 6d. adding 6d. to those 
retailing from 3 to 6s., a shilling to those from 
6s. 6d. to 10s., and Is. 6d. to choee previously 
10s. 6d. Net books were advanced more than 
non-net books; thus the 8s., 6d. net book in- 
stead of advancing to gs., 6d. like the &s., 6d. 
non-net book has now become 12s., or the 
same price as the non-net book which origi- 
nally retailed at 10 and 6d. In connection with 
this increase in retail prices, Messrs. Edwards, 
Dunlop and Co. Ltd., and George Robertson 
and Co. Prop. Ltd. (Sydney) have raised their 
wholesale figures, bringing the new wholesale 
price in many cases to within a few pence of 
the former retail price. No advance was made 
in either wholesale or retail price of certain 
classes of books, including Australian publica- 
tions, juveniles, and picture books. 





BROWNE & HOWELL CO. FILE PETI- 
TION IN BANKRUPTCY. 


As we go to press we learn that the Browne 
& Howell Company, of 608 South Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, have filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy. 

The firm was started in the fail of 1912 as 
F. G. Browne & Co., Frank L. Howell being 
Mr. Browne’s associate. Mr. Browne had had 
long publishing experience with A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co., and had also acted as business 
manager of the Dial. Mr. Howell had been 
on McClurg’s traveling force. 

In the summer of 1913 the firm was incor- 
porated under the name Browne & Howell Co., 
with a capital stock of $60,000, F. G. Browne 
being president and treasurer, and Frank L. 
Howell vice-president and secretary. The 
rapid growth of the firm was considered a 
matter for congratulation. 

Last fall a bookstore in connection with the 
firm was opened at 824 South Michigan Ave- 
nue, Chicago.

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT WOULD ABOLISH 
“SECONDARY MEANING” RIGHT. 

Mr. OxpFIeLp introduced into the House of 
Representatives on January twenty-third a 
bill (H. R. 21137) to amend section twenty- 
three of the copyright act which is simply a 
briefer statement of the Levy bill introduced 
on May 2d of last year. It provides that: 
“Upon the expiration of the copyright of a 
book, or the renewal thereof should the same 
be renewed, there shall exist no superior rights 


ae 
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of any nature whatsoever in the publisher or 
former proprietor thereof to the matter which 
has been the subject of copyright or to the 
name or title thereof, but both the matter which 
has been the subject of copyright and its 
name or title shall fall into the public domain 
and thereafter be forever free to the un- 
restricted use of the public.” The bill was 
referred to the Committee on Patents and 
has received its recommendation. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Dr. CHarLes Ross JAcKsoN, a well-known 
physician and surgeon, died at Lake Placid on 
January 4. He was the author of “The Sheriff 
of Wasco,” “Quintus Oakes,” “The Third De- 
gree,” and “Tucker Dan.” 


Wiuiam H. Lewis, owner of the largest 
book and stationery store in Shamokin, Pa., 
was seized with a sudden attack of valvular 
heart trouble while on the way to his office on 
January 13th and expired within a few min- 
utes. Mr. Lewis, who was 58 years old, has 
suffered numerous attacks from his heart in 
recent years and his end did not come as a 
surprise to his friends. He was long a promi- 
nent citizen of Shamokin and is survived by 
a wife and two children. 


THE DEATH on Jan. 4th from enteritis of 
CuarLtes Francis Cazenove, of the Literary 
Agency of London, and the export firm of 
C. D. Cazenove & Son, comes as a shock to 
many of the trade in America. A man of 
marked vigor and charm—he was only 44 at 


| the time of his death—he was noted for his 


diplomacy in the world of books. As a lite- 
rary agent he showed both experience and 
astuteness, and many a young writer owes 
much to his kindly guidance. The affairs of 
the book trade, in England, America and the 
Colonies, unfailingly interested him, and he 
was one of the few keen men to watch and 
provide for important new developments, as 
his occasional contributions to special journals 
showed. Among the publishers of London, 
the wide circle of his own clients, and in such 
coteries as the Yorick Club and the Cemented 
Bricks he will be sincerely mourned. 


ANNA WarNeER, “Amy Lothrop,” died at her 
home in Highland Falls, N. Y., on January 
22d, at the age of 87, following an attack of 
pneumonia in December. Miss Warner and 
her sister Susan, “Elizabeth Wetherell,” are 
probably best known in the book world as the 
authors of that old favorite, “The Wide, Wide 
World.” The two sisters took up literary 
work after their father had lost the greater 
part of his fotune in litigation. In addition 
to “The Wide Wide World” they wrote to- 
gether: “Say and Seal”; “Wych Hazel”; and 
“Gold of Chickaree.” Anna Warner wrote 
alone: “Dollars and Cents,” “My Brother’s 
Keeper,” “Patience,” “Sunday All the Week,” 
“Star Out of Jacob,” “The Fourth Watch,” 
“The Other Shore,” “What Aileth Thee, Little 
Nurse of Cape Cod?” “The Light of the Morn- 
ing,” “Blue Flag and Cloth of Gold,” “Yours 
and Mine,” “The Shoes of Peace,” “Pond Lily 
Stories,” “West Point Colors,” “Stories of 
Blackberry Hollow,” “Stories of Vinegar Hill,” 
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“Robinson Crusoe’s Farmyard,” “Ellen Mont- 
gomery’s Bookshelf,” (except half of one 
volume) ; “Melody 23d Psalm”; “Three Little 
Spades”; “Tired Church Members”; “Up and 
Down the House”; “Cross Corners”; “Books 
of Blessing” (half by sister); “Miss Muff”; 
“Fresh Air Jack’s Four Lessons”; “Wayfar- 
ing Hymns” ; “Hymns of the Church Militant” ; 
and “Susan Warner, ‘Elizabeth Wetherell’.” 

The sisters started a Bible class thirty-five 
years ago for West Point cadets, and it proved 
so popular that during recent years 100 cadets 
went weekly to the classes at their home on 
Constitution Island. This island, which they 
owned, was deeded to the Government a few 
years ago for Military Academy uses.
